Joint Budget Committee. The bill repeals the cap on the amount
of money the department of education (department) may expend on
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administrative costs for the school transformation grant program.
The bill appropriates $115,785 from the general fund to the
department for the school transformation grant program.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:
SECTION 1. In Colorado Revised Statutes, 22-13-105, repeal (5)
as follows:

22-13-105. School transformation grants - application -

awards - report. (5) Thedepartmentmayexpenduptofrvepercentof

SECTION 2. Appropriation. For the 2023-24 state fiscal year,
$115,785 is appropriated to the department of education. This
appropriation is from the general fund and is based on an assumption that
the department will require an additional 0.9 FTE. To implement this act,
the department may use this appropriation for the school transformation
grant program.

SECTION 3. Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds,
determines, and declares that this act is necessary for the immediate

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety.
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
